I  have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Public  Health 
Department  for  the  year  1968. 

There  is  very  little  information  to  be  derived  from  the  vital 
statistics  because  the  population  is  too  small  for  satisfactory  year  to 
year  comparison.  However,  it  may  be  noted  that  diseases  of  the  heart  and 
circulatory  system  accounted  for  53.3%  of  all  deaths. 

During  1968  there  have  been  no  cases  of  poliomyelitis,  diphtheria,  op. ;the 
enteric  group  of  diseases  recorded.  However,  routine  immunisation  in  clinics 
and  schools  has  continued  throughout  the  year  and  the  response  has  been  good . 

A  campaign  has  now  been  launched  against  measles  but  it  is  too  early  to  assess 
tbo  results.  The  response  by  parents  to  immunisation  against  this  disease  has 
been  fair  possibly  because  of  the  high  incidence  over  previous  years  and  the 
subsequent  immunity  obtained. 

Active  preventive  measures  have  continued  to  be  taken  against  tuberoulosia 
and  all  school  entrants  have  been  tuberculin  tested,  all  positive  being 
referred  for  specialist  opinion. 

The  mobile  child  welfare  clinic  continues  to  operate  satisfactorily  and 
is  well  attended. 

Despite  a  small  outbreak  of  brucellous  in  cattle, in  a  farm  in  your  area, 
there  has  been  no  recorded  human  case  of  the  infection  being  contracted. 

Housing  inspections  have  continued  during  the  year  and  a  number  of 
families  with  social  problems  have  been  visited,  A  start  has  been  made  to 
demolish  an  eyesore  in  your  area  viz.,  Baring  Street. 

The  report  of  your  Public  Health  Inspector  is  attached.
